stroyer. 
King George s last overseas visit 
took place when he Journeyed with 
Queen Elizabeth to Canada and 
the United States late in 1938 
The king took advantage of the 
opportunity while in North Africa, 
it was revealed, to invest Ameri­ 
can Gen Dwight D Eisenhower, 
Allied 
commander-in-chief, 
with

Johnson said: 
"I do not believe the United 
States supreme court has any Jur­ 
isdiction oyer the 
New 
Jersey 
statute which requires both the 
salute and the pledge of allegi­ 
ance. This is an inopportune time 
for our federal court to make a 
decision, as we are at war and the 
flag of our country is an emblem 
and not, as small groups claim, 
a form of idoltry.” 
The Elizabeth board of educa­ 
tion at present is confronted with 
the case of Dorothy Engel, IO, who 
was expelled from school Septem­ 
ber IS for refusing to salute the 
flag.

LONDON, June 16—The Axis today is convinced that an Allied in­ 
vasion of Europe will be launched before the week is out 
It appeared from the flood of Axis reports that Berlin and Rome 
expect a heavy blow to be struck somewhere in the Mediterranean 
Axis propagandists indicated that Allied assaults may occur at any of 
a dozen points from the Balkans to southern France 
Reports reaching London from enemy quarters claimed that a great 
Allied invasion fleet, far stronger than the warship units which took 
over Italian islands between Tuni- , ---------------- 
— ----- 
sis and Sicily, was assembling in 
the Sicilian straits and the west­ 
ern Mediterranean. 
One report by the German radio 
asserted that a convoy of 25 Allied 
ships, guarded by the British bat­ 
tleship King George V. the air­ 
craft 
carrier Formidable and 
a 
small 
number of American 
war 
vessels, had arrived in the bay of 
Gibraltar. The Nazis claimed that 
55 
other cargo 
vessels and 
oil 
tankers were already in port when 
the new* convoy arrived. 
The Rome radio announced pub­ 
lication of a new’ law under which 
anyone in Italy knowing of the 
presence of enemy agents and not 
informing 
proper authorities 
is 
liable to long imprisonment 
This appeared to be the latest 
move by the Fascists to tighten 
their 
anti-invasion defenses 
and 
guard 
against operations

might assist an Allied landing. 
The populace of occupied France 
meanwhile was told by the Nazi- 
operated Paris radio that an at­ 
tack by British 
and

forces can be expected since "the 
Allies have not beaten the big 
drum as a bluff.” 
The announcer said that the 
Nazis realized that the Allies arc 
by no means ’joking" and that the 
time is at hand for "serious deci­ 
sions.”

Gen. Eisenhower reported, the Al­ 
lies lost only five planes. 
Capture of Lampione was a mere 
formality. 
A small detachment 
which went ashore from a destroy­ 
er found the island uninhabited. 
G erm an y Hit Again 
Allied bombers from 
England 
were over northern Germany last 
night, according to DNB. German 
news agency, which said bomba 
dropped in isolated places caused 
small damage. Berlin had a half 
hour alert. This report was not 
immediately substantiated by Al­ 
lied official quarters. 
There was aLso no confirmation 
of a German report that Nazi 
bombers attacked southeast Eng­ 
land.

Europe was one which suggested 
th at Hitler is concentrating hi* 
anti-invasion preparations on con­ 
struction of an inner defense line 
just outside the frontiers of the 
Reich.

Japan's big base

New Britain, already battered by 
numerous recent attacks by air­ 
men of Gen. Douglas MacArthur’* 
command, was assaulted anew by 
big bombers which dumped 23 
tem* of missiles on the Lakuani 
and Rapopo airdromes. The Jap* 
sent 27 bombers and 30 fighters 
in a raid over native villages near 
Madane in New Guinea. 
Nine 
other Nipponese planes attacked 
the Dobdura area, also in New 
Guinea, but caused only slight 
damage and no casualties. 
The Soviet high command today 
disclosed the sinking of sn enemy 
transport ship, several cutters and 
auxiliary vessels during a raid by 
Soviet airmen on a N orthern Axis 
port. Russian planes also blasted 
railroad stations, trains and sup­ 
ply concentrations behind enemy 
lines south of Balakleys, on the 
southern front in Russia.

HUMAN ALARM CLOCKS 
A 
GOOD many people like to help in war 
work, but can’t think of anything they 
would be able to do. They might get a sug­ 
gestion from Mrs. Roy Hall, a Washington 
woman.

“sleepytime gal,” who would call anyone 
on the telephone at a certain hour every 
day of the month for 50 cents a week or

At the end of a month she had 14 
clients. This meant that she had to wake 
up 14 times in the course of a morning and 
call 14 surprised and indignant customers, 
to say nothing of checking up by extra 
rails to make sure that they had not said 
"Aw-right” and turned over to go to sleep 
again.

A ttem pts were made to obtain 
this as far back as the 18th Cen­ 
tury when an am bitious German 
physician invented a kind of brush 
on the end of a long wire, which 
he poked down his p atien t’s gullet 
and mopped up the inside of the 
stom ach, very much like one of

used 
to clean 
kitchen pans and bottles.

CAULTFOWER requires a lit­ 
tle more than the ordinary care 
given to many vegetables in the 
Victory garden. It belongs to the 
cabbage family and is subject to 
the same diseases and enemy in­ 
sects. Cabbage worms old aphis 
are destructive on cauliflower. 
Cauliflower is more exacting in 
it* requirements than cabbage 
and to obtain healthy, well de­ 
veloped heads it must be kept 
growing continuously. This means 
that the plants must be fed an 
tibundance 
of 
easily 
absorbed 
plant food (if the soil is not rich) 
Lus an ample (supply of water, 
especially during dry spells. Cul­ 
tivation is also essential. 
Cauliflower must be protected 


from the sun lf solid, tender whit* 
heads are to form. For this rea­ 
son it is necessary to blanch cau­ 
liflower by excluding all light pos­ 
sible when the flower heads are 
about three or four Inches in di­ 
ameter. 
The accompanying G a r r ie n- 
Graph illustrates the method of 
blanching cauliflower by tieing the 
large outer leaves together over 
the young “curds" or heads with 
raffia. Tie loosely and carefully so 
the "curds" are not bruised or 
broken, for the head! trust con­ 
tinue to grow. 
Carq should be exercised In cul­ 
tivating around cauliflower plants 
since the foliage is quite brittle 
and will break easily.

Emergency Pipelines, Inc., of­ 
ficials indicated Wednesday that, 
barring unforeseen delays, the line 
running from Longview, Tex., to 
Norris City, IU., 
and 
thence to 
Bayonne, N. J. will be in full op­ 
eration by that time. 
Crude oil 
will be carried from the rich Texas 
field* to the 
eastern 
area. 
A t 
present oil is being piped as far 
as Norris City from the Longview 
district, being transferred to tank 
cars and hauled 
east 
from that 
point. 
The shipping situation wfll 
be 
eased greatly when the “Big Inch", 
as the pipeline is known, goes into 
full operation. 
Several important jobs are still 
to be completed in the Pickaway 
county area. 
The pipeline must 
be put under the Scioto river, and 
also under Darby and Deer creeks. 
The contractor* are not yet ready 
to start work on the stream cross­ 
ings. this job to be started later 
in the Summer. 
The river cross­ 
ing operation is reported to be one 
of the most interesting in the en­ 
tire pipeline construction. 
When crossing the Mississippi 
river last Fall the largest charge 
of dynamite to be fired at any one 
time in the world s history was 
used.
